As  instructed  by  the  I'ldnistry  of  Health  I  herewith  present  my  Annual 
Report  for  the  year  1959. 

From  the  main  body  of  the  Report  I  have  abstracted  the  follox-dng  facts. 

1.  The  population  of  the  Area  has  increased  by  240. 

2.  The  number  of  deaths  from  Coronary  Diseases  and  Angina,  have  increased 
by  7. 

3*  The  number  of  deaths  from  Malignant  disease  of  the  Lungs  and  Bronchus 
is  the  same  as  in  195B  -  namely  2. 

4#  For  the  first  time  I  have  included  statistics  relating  to  the  number 
of  Infants  under  one  week  of  age  who  died  during  the  year. 

3.  With  regards  to  the  one  outbreak  of  Food  Poisoning  which  occurred  in 
the  /irea  during  the  year,  it  should  be  noted  that  it  originated  from 
outside  the  area.  This  is  similar  to  the  occurrence  of  Food  Poisoning 
last  jQQX  and  is  a  tribute  to  the  high  standard  of  Food  cleanliness  which 
is  maintained  in  the  area. 

3.  No  cases  of  Polio-myelitis  occurred  during  the  year  which  is  satisfactory. 

6.  The  number  of  deaths  due  to  Motor  vehicle  accidents  wiiich  occurred 
during  1959  vas  two  -  the  figure  for  193B  was  four. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman,  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee, 
the  Clerk  to  the  Council,  The  Health  Visitors  and  Staff  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  for  the  help  and  co-operation  which  I  have  received 
from  them  during  the  past  year.

NOTES  FROM  THE  STATISTIC/iL  RETURN. 


Population.  The  population  for  the  Stone  Rural  District  is  returned  at 
17,610.  This  is  an  increase  of  240  on  the  figure  for  1953  (17,370) 

Births .  The  number  of  Live  Birtlis  registered  in  the  Area  for  1959  amounted 
to  265  which  is  an  increase  of  10  on  the  figure  for  1953.  This  gives  a 
Birth  Rate  for  the  Area  15«0  (Eng.  &  V/ales  16.5) 

Deaths.  Tlio  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  including  Inward  Transferable 
Deaths,  excluding  Still  Births  in  the  /irea  for  1959  amounted  to  I66.  This 
gives  a  Death  Rate  for  the  Area  of  9*4  (3ng.  &  Wales  11.6)  A  list  of  deaths 
from  all  causes  is  given  on  page  5« 

Infant  Mortality.  Six  children  under  one  yecar  of  age  died  during  the  year. 
The  number  returned  for  the  number  of  children  under  4  i-joeks  .of  age. who 
died  was  similar  for  the  number  of  children  in  one  week  of  age  who  died 
during  the  year.  Tliis  gives  an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  22.6  (Eng  & 

Wales  22.2) 

Notifiable  and  Iru'ectious  Disease.  The  number  of  cases  of  Notifiable  and 
Inf'ectious  Disease  (including  Food  Poisoning)  for  1959  amounted  to  367. 

In  195s  the  number  of  cases  in  this  category  amounted  to  67.  The  difference 
is  mainly  due  to  an  outbreak  of  Measles  (280  cases)  plus  31  cases  of 
Whooping  Cough. 

National  Assistance  Act.  One  case  v/as  compulsorarily  removed  under  the  Act 
during  the  year. 


Vital  Statistics.  These  give  particulars  of  Births  and  Deaths  occurring  in 
the  Stone  Rural  District  for  1959  and  give  comparison  of  the  figures  for 
the  District  with  those  for  England  &  Wales.

Potteries  Water 
Board  for  a  supply  of  i^jater  to  the  areas  of  Stone  Heath,  Sharpley  Heath, 
Coton  Hayes,  I4ilwich  and  Garshall  Green, 

Sand  on  &  Burs  ton  Water  Supclv  Schem.e. 

Work  on  this  scheme  was  completed  in  June  1959.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  a  number  of  properties  in  these  villages,  including  the  Sandon  School 
were  able  to  take  advantage  of  the  miains  supply.  Efforts  are  being  made 
to  follow  up  premises  not  yet  connected  to  do  so  at  aii  early  date. 

Coclmggo  Water  Supply  Scheme. 

As  the  result  of  satisfactory  negotiations  between  the  County  Estates 
Office,  this  authority  and  the  Staffordshire  Potteries  Water  Board,  the 
mains  extension  at  Coclmage  has  been  agreed  and  work  is  in  hand.

It  vjill  be  noticed  that  the  numbers  'killad  during  the  year 
have  increased  very  considerably.  This  of  course  is  largely  due  to  the 
additional  slaughterhouse  opened  towards  the  end  of  195B,  the  meat  from 
which  is  exported  into  the  City  of  Stoke-on-Trent. 

Cysticercus  bovis.  As  stated  in  the  table  localised  cysticercus  bovis  was 
foimd  in  4  beasts,  and  after  condemnation  of  the  affected  offals  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  the  carcases  and  offals  were  consigned  to  cold  storage  either 
at  Stafford  or  Stoke-on-Trent. 

In  the  majority  of  cases  of  part  condemnation  for  diseases  other 
than  tuberculosis  the  organ  affected  was  the  liver,  either  wholly  cr  in  par 
In  cattle  246  livers  were  concerned,  in  sheep  and  lambs  942  and  in  pigs

No  formal  action  has  been  necessary  in  the  enforcement  of  these  bye- 
la\>7S  but  attention  has  been  drawn  to  certain  irregularities,  which  have  been 
remedied. 


Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1955. 

Inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  year  under  the  above  Regu¬ 
lations  and  generally  speaking  in  most  premises  a  fairly  high  standard 
was  found  to  exist.  In  cases  where  the  premises  did  not  come  up  to  the 
standard  required  occupants  were  informally  requested  to  carry  out  certain 
works.

Milk  Production. 


Milk  production  at  Dairy  Farms  is  under  the  control  of  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  through  officers  of  the  County  ilgricultural 
Executive  Committee. 

Distribution  of  Milk.  ; 

The  Council  is  the  Registration  Authority  for  dairymen  other  than 
Dairy  Farraers  (Distributors)  and  for  dairies  other  than  dairy  farms!  i.e. 
non-producer  retailers  and  their  premises.  32  dairymen  or  shopkeepers  have 
been  registered  as  Distributors  within  the  Stone  Rural  District  as  follows. 

a*  Operating  from  promises  within  the  District . 16. 

b.  Operating  from  promises  outside  the  District. . ..16. 

The  Distributors  from  premises  in  the  Rural  District  either  operate 
from  farm  dairies  (sliared  with  a  dairy  farmer)  which  are  registered  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  or  since  they  obtain  their  milk  in 
bottles  unopened,  their  premises  are  not  regi storable  as  dairies.  It 
should  be  noted  that  seven  of  these  distributors  arc  shopkeepers  selling 
sterilised  milk  from  their  shops. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  some  dairy  farmers  retail  milk  in  the 
district  and  are  registered  by  the  Ministrj;^  of  Agriculture  aid  Fisheries. 

Special  Designations. 

The  folloxang  table  shows  the  number  and  type  of  licences  issued  to 
distributors  and  producer  retailers  authorising  tlio  use  of  Special  Desig¬ 
nations  in  respect  of  milk.  Producer  retailers  are  licensed  only  in  re sped 
of  milk  not  produced  from  their  herd,  which  is  sold  retail  by  them  under  a 
special  designation. 

Dealers  licences  are  issued  to  distributors  and  producer  retailers  | 
operating  from  premises  within  the  District  and  supplementary  licences  to  | 
those  operating  from  other  areas  subject  to  their  holding  Dealer’s  licences, 
from  the  appropriate  licensing  authority.  I

Bacteriological  Failures,  The  number  of  failures  is  smaller  than  last  year 
although  a  larger  number  of  samples  have  been  taken.  The  raw  milk  failures 
ore  investige. ted  by  the  Milk  Regulations  Department  of  the  County  Agri¬ 
cultural  Executive  Committee  and  Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  milk  failures 
by  the  Authorities  in  whose  area  the  milks  are  processed^ 

In  addition,  three  samples  taken  from  farms  by  the  County  Health 
Department  were  found  to  be  positive  to  biological  tests  for  tuberculosis, 
but  in  each  case  there  was  no  retail  trade,  all  milk  being  sent  for 
processing,  and  no  action  was  therefor©  necessary. 

SHOPS  ACT  1950. 

There  are  176  shops  carrying  on  trade  in  the  area,  and  during  the  year 
183  inspections  ha,ve  been  made.  Informal  requests  have  been  made  for 
notices  indicating  opening  times  and  in  all  cases  these  have  been  provided. 

With  the  exception  of  powers  to  make  orders  suspending  or  altering 
general  closing  hours,  the  Staffordshire  County  Council  have  delegated 
by  agreement  all  their  powers  under  the  Act.
